ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF THE METHODIST 
EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

FIRST DAY. 

Newton, Iowa, September 7th, 1887. 

The forty-fourth session of the Iowa Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church convened at the Methodist Episcopal 
church in Newton, Iowa, Sept. 7th, 1887, at 9 a. m.. Bishop S. M. Mer- 
rill, D. D., in the chair. 

The session was opened with the reading of a scripture lesson and 
the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, after which the Secretary of the

The time of the session was fixed at from 8 a. m. to 12 M., the first 
30 minutes to be occupied with devotional exercises. 

The bar of the conference was fixed to include the five rows of seats 
next the chancel.

Certain papers were referred to the committee on Freedrnen’s Aid, 
and to the committee on Education. 

The following resolutions regarding the decease of Bishop Harris 
were offered by G, N. Power, and adopted by the Conference: 

(See Resolutions in connection with Memorial.) 

On account of a misunderstanding with many of the preachers re- 
garding their report of the Educational collection, the treasurers were 
instructed to return such reports as had come into their hands to the 
preachers for correction, and the preachers were instructed to designate 
in their reports the amounts raised for the Iowa Wesleyan University, 
and the amounts raised for the Board of Education. 

The 20th question was called: “Was the character of each preacher 
examined?” and the character of T. J. Myers, Presiding Elder of Bur- 
lington district was passed, and he presented the report of his district. 

By action of the Conference the pastors were required to report the 
apportionments and amounts raised for the Conference Claimants, 
Missionary, and Iowa Wesleyan University collections. 

The following effective Elders had their characters passed, and re- 
ported their collections: M. H. Butler, C. H. Stocking, A. V. Kendrick, 
A. W. Haines, W. E. Patterson, W. R. Stryker, G. M. Tuttle, F. R.

S. R. Furgeson was reported as transferred to the Northwest Kansas

relating to the Book Concern accounts.

A draft was ordered on the Chartered Fund for $30, and on the Book 
Concern for $226. 

I. O. Kemble was appointed to open the conference with devotional 
exercises to-morrow morning. 

J. G. Barton, D. Murphy and A. S. Lovall were appointed the 
committee on Public Worship. 

The New York Book Concern accounts were handed to W. E. Pat- 
terson for collection. , 

The conference adjourned by expiration of time, and after the usual 
announcements were made, the doxology was sung, and the Bishop 
pronounced the benediction. 



SECOND DAY. 



Thursday, September 8th, 1887. 

The conference convened at the appointed hour, Bishop S. M. 
Merrill in the chair. The devotional services was conducted by J. A. 
Boatman. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. The 
roll of yesterday’s absentees was called and the following members 
answered to their names:— J. H. Armacost, G. F. Canuom, C. 
VV. Evans, S. Hestwood, A. Latimer, J. W. Lewis, — 6. 

On motion the further calling of the roll was dispensed with. 

The election of delegates to the General Conference was made the 
order of the day for to-morrow at 10 o’clock. 

The Statistical Secretary read the names of several charges from 
which no reports had been received. 

The 20th question was resumed, and G. N. Power, Presiding Elder 
of the Keokuk district, had his character passed and presented the 
report of his district. The following effective elders were passed and 
reported their collections.— G. W. Byrkit, J. F. Robertson, E. L. 
Schreiner, W. G. Thorn, W. N. Hall, C. R. Norton, O. C. Shelton, B. 
M. Boydston and C. W. Shepherd. 
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J. Hayues, Presiding elder of Mt. Pleasant district, had his charac- 
ter passed and presented the report of his district. 

The following effective Elders were passed, and reported their col- 
lections: — J. C. Kendrick, D. C. Smith, A. R. Miller, J. W. Hackley, 

J. W. McDonald, I. O. Kemble, W. S. Gardner, J. W. Lewis. The 
characters of R. L. Patterson and W. A. Gibbens were passed, but they 
were not present to report their collections. 

J. T. McFarland, President of the Iowa Wesleyan University, and 
J. C. W. Coxe, Agent of the Sunday School Union, had their charac- 
ters passed. 

S. S. Martin and John Potter were announced as transferred to the 
South Kansas Conference, and L. O. Housel as transferred to the 
Northwest Kansas Conference. 

A draft on the Chartered Fund for $30, and one on the Book Con- 
cern for $226, were handed to the conference stewards. 

Dr. C. W. Bennett, of the Garrett Biblical Institute, addressed the 
conference in the interests of that institution. 

J. C. Kendrick was appointed to canvass the conference, in the in- 
terest of Dr. Kynett’s book, entitled “Laws and Forms for Churches.” 

The 3d question, viz: “Who remain on trial?” was called, and the 
following probationers had their characters passed, reported their col- 
lections, were favorably reported upon by tiie committee of examina- 
tion and represented by their presiding elders, and were continued on . 
trial: Peter C. Hogle, Charles W. Powelson, Levi D. Johnson, Garry 
P. Van Wye, Lathan Ingham, Charles E. Corkhill. ‘ 

William C. Chew was reported transferred from the Austin confer- 
ence as a probationer of the first year. His character was passed, he was 
reported on favorably by the committee of examiimtion, and was con- 
continued on trial. Matthew S. Stryker was continued on trial. 

The 5th question, viz “Who are admitted into full connection?” 
was called, and the following candidates for admission into full connec- 
tion were called to the bar of the conference, gave satisfactory answers 
to the diciplinary questions, and were addressed by the Bishop: 
Frank W. Otto, Eliab E. Doud, Henry C. Millice, James Clulo, and 
Joseph W. Fraker. 

Simon P. Soudan, Roswell L. Rose and James Clulo are deacons. 

Matthew S. Stryker was passed, reported his collections, was re- 
ported upon favorably by the examining committee, and was continued 
on trial. 

L. D. Johnson was excused from further attendance upon the confer- 
ence. 
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The 13th Question, viz: “Who are the traveling deacons of the 

second class?” was called, and the following traveling deacons were 
passed, reported their collections, and were advanced to the second 
class:— James A. Sinclair, C. L. Tennant, Winfield S. Kight, W. A. 
Black and Harvey V. Tull. 

James A. Ross was advanced to the second class, conditional upon his 
bringing up an examination next year on Pope’s Theology, and John 
F. Barnett with the same condition regarding Porter’s Intellectual 
Science. 



Charles W. Simmons, George F. Cannom and W. N. Potter were 
passed and were continued in the class of deacons of the first class. 

The Bishop announced the transfer to the conference of Edward C. 
Brooks, from the Southwest Kansas conference. He is an elder. 



The conference adjourned by expiration of time. S. C. Smith was 
appointed to conduct the devotional services in the morning. The 
usual announcements were made, after which the doxology was sung, 
and Dr. Bennett pronounced the benediction. 



THIRD DAY. 



Friday, Sept. 9th, 1887. 

The conference convened at the appointed hour. The devotional 
services were conducted by S. C. Smith. 

The Bishop took the chair at 8:30 o’clock, and the minutes of yester- 
day’s session were read and approved. 



The 14th question, viz: “What traveling deacons have been elected 
elders?” was called, and the following deacons of the second class 
were passed, reported their collections, were favorably reported upon by 
the committee of examination, and were elected to elders orders: — 
George W. Younkin. George W. Barber and Robert G. Wilson. 

The following visiting brethren were introduced to the conference: 
—Dr. W. C. Spencer, of the Church Extension Society, E. L. Miller, of 
the Upper Iowa Conference, and J. Hood, of the American Bible 
Society. 



Dr. Fry, of the Central Christian Advocate, addressed the confer- 
ence in the interest of that paper, and of Christian literature; Dr. 
Stowe presented an interesting statement of the condition of the 
Western Methodist Book Concern; Dr. Spencer presented the claims 
of the Church Extension Society, and J. Hood represented the Ameri- 
can Bible Society to the conference. 
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The proposition to change the restrictive rule on representation 
in the General ('onference, according to the resolution of the last 
General Conference, was taken up. The roll was called with the vote 
of 44 for, and 52 against. 

The 5th question was resumed, and Robert A. Allison appeared at 
the bar of the conference, and answered the disciplinary questions. 
He was favorably reported upon by the committee of examination 
both for the first and second years, and was admitted into full connec- 
tion. He is a deacon. 

C. F. Williams was excused from further attendance upon the Con- 
ference. 

The order of the day for 10 o’clock was taken up, and the bar was 
cleared in preparation for the vote for General Conference delegates. It 
was determined to vote by ballot, each ballot to contain three names, 
and the three candidates having the highest vote to be declared elected, 
provided they have a majority. C. E. Lewis, G. W. Byrkit, W. G. 
Thorn and E. C. Brooks were appointed tellers. After the vote was 
taken the tellers and the assistant secretary retired to count the ballots. 

The secretary of the conference presented the report of the Secre- 
tary of the board of trustees of the Iowa Wesleyan University, which 
report was referred to the committee on Education. 

S. F. Dickenson, pastor of the Congregational church, and J. F. 
McCalmont, pastor of the United Presbyterian church, and Andrew 
Ford, pastor of the African M. E. church, in Newton, were introduced 
to the conference. 

The report of the treasurer of the conference trustees was presented, 
and an order for $16 was given for the board of conference stewards. 

The 20th question was resumed and the character of C. L. Stafford, 
presiding elder of Muscatine district, was passed, and he presented the 
report of his district. The following effective elders were passed, and 
reported their collections: — H. F. Pugh, S. F. Bishop, J. E. Corley, W. 
G. Wilson, H. E. Wing, C. W. Evans, John Davis, F. W. Adams, J. L. 
King, B. F. Shane, U. B. Smith, D. A. Watters. 

D. Murphy, presiding elder of the Oskaloosa district, was passed, 
and presented the report of his district. The following effective elders 
were passed, and reported their collections: — C. V. Cowan, C. E. Lewis, 
R. H. McDade, T. B. Hughes, R. Weese, J. W. Lambert, J. G. Barton, 
T. E. Corkhill, F. A. Piper, W. H. H. Pillsbury, and A. S. Lovall. 

The tellers returned and reported the election of T. J. McFarland as 
a delegate to the General Conference. 

Another vote was taken for the two remaining delegates, and the 
tellers retired to count the ballots. 
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I. P. Teter, presiding elder of Ottumwa district, was passed, and he 
presented the report of his district. The following effective elders were 
passed and reported their collections:— J. A. Boatman, J. B. Hill, J. T. 
Simmons, S. H. Thomas, J. B. Blakeney, and W. F. Cowles. 

J. M. Mann was reported transferred to the West Nebraska confer- 
ence. • 

The tellers returned and reported two ballots defective in that they 
contained three names each instead of two, and the conference ordered 
them to count the two first names on each ballot. The tellers reported 
J. C. W. Coxe elected a delegate to the General Conference. 

Another vote was taken for the remaining delegate and the tellers 
retired to count the ballots. 

The time was extended to' hear the result of the vote. 

It was ordered that the Presiding Elders nominate the triers of 
appeals. , 

The 10th question was called, viz: “What Local Preachers are elected 
to deacon’s orders?” and none were recommended. 

The 16th question, viz: “AVhat Local Preachers have been elected 
elders?” was called and none were reported. 

The tellers returned and reported no election, and another vote was 
taken, and the tellers retired to count the ballots. 

J. W. McDonald was appointed to conduct the devotional services 
at the opening of the morning session, and the conference, on motion, 
adjourned. The benediction was pronounced by D. Murphy. 



FOURTH DAY. 



Saturday, Sept. 10th, 1887. 

' The conference convened at the appointed hour. 

The opening devotional services were conducted by J. W. McDon- 
ald. The Bishop took the chair fit 8:30 a. m., and the minutes of yes- 
terday’s session were read and approved. 

The Bishop reported the result of the last ballot for delegates to the 
General Conference, by which G. N. Power was elected. 

The conference proceeded to elect two reserve delegates. A vote was 
taken for the same and the tellers with the assistant secretary retired 
to count the ballots. 
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A certificate of location was granted to Simon P. Soudan, at bis 
own request. 

The 18th question, viz: “Who are the Supernumerary preachers?” 
was called, and the following supernumerar\’^ preachers had their char- 
acters passed, and their relation continued:— J. S. Furgeson, O. P. 
Light. G. G. Watters, G. W. F. Willey, A. McClintock, W. A. 
Swain, M. See, I. N. Busby. 

The tellers returned and announced as the result of the first vote for 
reserve delegates to the General Conference the election of C. L. Staflbrd. 
A vote was taken for the remaining reserve delegate, and the tellers re- 
tired to count the ballots. 

The following visiting brethren were introduced to the conference: 
— Dr. R. S. Rust, of the Freedmen’s Aid- Society; C. W. Blodget, G. 
Clammer and E. L. Park, of the Des Moines conference; C. S. Bronson, 
of the Upper Iowa conference; and E. S. Brown, of the Protestant 
Methodist church of this city. 

The 18th question was resumed, and the following Supernumerary 
preachers had their relation continued: — W. J. Spaulding, and Banner 
Mark. 

A. V. Tull and W. N. Groome were made eflective. 

In the case of W. C. Shippen, the following motion was passed : 
‘‘That this conference notify him of its desire that he take a transfer to 
the Montana conference, or ^kfora location, and in the event of his 
failure to accede to this request, that at the next session of our confer- 
ence he may be located without his consent. 

The 19th question, viz: “Who are the Superannuated preachers?” 
was called, and the following brethren had their characters passed, and 
were continued in their relation: — ^John Hayden, J. H. McCutchen, H. 
Runyon, James Haynes, E. W. Twining, R. B. Allander, John Orr, A. 
W. Stryker, John Burgess, Samuel Hestwmod, J. G. Thompson, W. 
Posten, J. B. Hardy, J. Gassner, A. Robinson, C. P. Reynolds, Cyrus 
Morey, J. T. Coleman, G. H. Clark, E. H. Waring, N. Wells, J. Craig, 
I. A. Bradrick. 

Brothers Allander, Stryker, Burgess, Hardy, Gassner and Reynolds 
were present and briefiy addressed the conference. 

A. W. Johnson was reported deceased. 

The tellers returned and reported as the result of the last vote the 
election of T. J. Myers, as reserve delegate to the General Conference. 

John Haynes, presiding elder of Mt. Pleasant district, made a state- 
ment to the conference regarding the funeral expenses of Father Mc- 
Dowell, and on motion the niatter was referred to the board of stew-

ards, with instructions to make such allowance for this purpose as they 
may judge proper.- 

Dr. Rust addressed the conference in the interest of the Freedmen’s 
Aid Society.

The committee on education reported in part, and it was moved and 
seconded that the report be adopted. (See report.) Pending the 
consideration of this motion, a motion prevailed that when we adjourn 
, it be to meet at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 

It was moved and carried that all appointments for committee meet- 
ings, &c., this afternoon be postponed until after the afternoon session. 

The conference treasurer distributed vouchers for the several funds, 
to representatives of the proper committees. 

The conference adjourned by expiration of time. E. L. Schreiner 
was appointed to open the afternoon session with devotional services. 

The dbxology was sung and J. B. Hill pronounced the benediction. 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Saturday, Sept. 10th, 2 p. m. 

Conference convened at the appointed hour. Bishop Merrill in the 
chair. E. L. Schreiner conducted the devotional services. 

The pending business, viz: The partial report of the committee on 
education, was taken up. In compliance with the recomendation of 
the report the conference proceeded to provide for $9,000 debt against 
Iowa Wesleyan Univei’sity. The presiding elders of the several dis- 
tricts assumed each $1,800 to be provided for in cash or good notes on or 
before the first day of April, 1888, provided that the whole amount is 
raised or secured by that date. The report was then adopted. 

A paper regarding the State University, presented by D. Murphy, 
was referred to a special committee of three, as follows: J. W. Mc- 
Donald, J. A. Boatman and E. L. Schreiner. 

The treasurer of the conference was instructed to forward the funds 
for connectional objects to the general treasurers of the several societies. 

The conference on motion adjourned. 

This being the fiftieth anniversary of the marriage of Cyrus 
Morey and his wife, they were called to the bap of the conference and 
the Bishop, after some appropriate remarks, presented them with a 
purse of $70 in gold. 

The doxology was sung and J. W. McDonald pronounced the bene- 
diction. 
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FIFTH DAY. 

Monday, Sept. 12th, 1887. 

The. conference convened at the appointed hour. Bishop Merrill in 
the chair. After devotional services the minutes of Saturday afternoon 
were read and approved. 

The committee on education presented report No. 2, and it was * 
adopted. (See report.) 

The conference proceeded to elect trustees of the Iowa Wesleyan 
University. The secretary of the conference was instructed to cast the 
vote of the conference for W. Cowles, Chas. Snyder, W. R. Cole, 
Mary E. Huston, Chas. F. Graver and John T. Simmons. 

The 2d question, viz: “Who are admitted on trial?” was called, 

and the following candidates were represented, reported upon, and 
admitted oh trial: Thomas S. Pool and Morris J. Pusey, recommended 
from the Burlington district conference; Peter J. Hennes, from the 
Prattsville district conference of the New York annual conference; 
Wm. H. Jones, from the quarterly conference of the Martinsburg cir- 
cuit; Walter F. Mail* and Edwin Hughes from the Oskaloosa district 
conference, and John Wesley Potter, from the Keokuk district con- 
ference. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved^ 'That the committees on examination in conference 
studies be required to mark on the scale of 10.” 

The committee to whom was referred the paper presented by D. 
Murphy, made its report, and the report was adopted. (See report.) 

The 33d question was called, and Muscatine, Oskaloosa, Keokuk, 
Bluff Park and West Liberty were put in nomination for the next con- 
ference; the vote stood: for Muscatine 11, Oskaloosa 55, Keokuk 11, 
Bluff Park 3, West Liberty 7. Oskaloosa was fixed as the place for 
holding the next session of the conference. 

The stewards’ report was adopted, and the distribution of the money 
was made. (See report.) 

Vouchers for 12,309.32 missionary money were deposited with the 
secretary of the conference.

FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSISSIPPI RAPIDS BLUFF PARK 

ASSOCIATION. 

To the Bishop and members of the Iowa Annual Conference, held at 
Newton, September 7, 1887 : 

Dear Fathers and Brethren:— In the good providence of God 
we are permitted to lay before your venerable body this fourth annual 
report of the acts and doings of the above named association, and the 
condition of the interest intrusted to their care. 

The amount of lands held by the association by option and warranty 
deed is the same as shown in last report, and amounts to about eighty 
acres, which includes a frontage on the river of more than half a mile of 
bluff, commanding the most beautiful view on the whole course of the 
river. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

During the past season there have been some very valuable improve- 
juents made by way of roads, bridges, &c., which adds greatly to the 
beauty, convenience and value of the property. 
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WATER SUPPLY. 

Although these grounds are located on the banks of the Mississppi 
River, and although there are several good spring of water on and 
near the ground, yet there was conscioustiess of a lack of an adequate 
supply of good water for all demands. Therefore, as indicated in our 
last report, the association resolved on sinking an artesian well. Ac- 
cordingly a contract was made with a company in Chicago and the 
work was begun. The spot selected is the highest point on the bluff, 
and at a depth of about eight hundred and fifty feet the work was accom- 
plished, and a flow of nearly nine thousand barrels per day was obtained 
of as pure, clear, good water as could be desired, so by simply piping the 
ground the water will now flow to all parts, and in sufficient quantities 
for all purposes. 

HEALTH RESORT. 

It is not yet fully known what the value of this place is as a health 
resort; it has not been fully tested in this regard, but sufficient is known 
from the relief that certain parties have already received to lead many 
to believe that it has considerable merit in this respect, and the water 
is perhaps equal to that of Colfax in respect to remedial properties. 

MEETINGS. 

The series of meetings held the past season began July 19th and 
closed August 16th. 

The Sunday School Assembly, under the very able and efficient 
management of Dr. J. C. W. Coxe, gives large promise of becoming one 
of the most important features connected with this enterprise. 

There were other interests represented on that occasion, such as the 
Grand Army of the Republic, Young Men’s Christian Association, &c. 
The Woman’s Foreign Missionary ^ciety had an interesting day. The 
association gave them a lot on which they have erected, under the 
direction of Mrs. Dr. Power, a beautiful cottage as their headquarters 
while on the ground. The Woman’s Christian Temperance Union were 
represented and had an interesting time. They were also given a lot 
and arrangements are now being made for the erection of a cottage on 
the same to be their headquarters while at the BluflT. The association 
will donate a lot to the Sunday School Assembly, and it is expected 
that they will erect a cottage the coming season. 

The camp meeting proper was a time of refreshing. It was con- 
ducted by Rev. Mr. Verity, of the Cincinnati conference, assisted by 
our brother, H. F. Pugh, as chorister. The preaching was plain, prac- 
tical, forcible presentation of Gospel truth, that reached the hearts of 
hearers. The rare gift of song pwossessed by Bro. Pugh was display^ 
with wonderful effect at every coming together, and we feel safe in 
saying that so long as he remains among us we will never need to send 
abroad for a singer. 

The association feel confldent that the body of this conference does 
not properly understand the magnitude, nor appreciate the import- 
ance of this enterprise, which in the near future is destined to rise in- 
to great prominence in this part of the great West.

Your Committee on the State of the Church respectfully submit the 
following: 

We recognize with devout gratitude to the Great Head of the church 
the multiplied evidences of His presence in the midst of His Israel. 

In the readiness of response which the bugle call for a million for 
missions has met on every hand, and in the prevalence of a revival spirit 
and the ingathering of more than a hundred and fifty thousand souls dur- 
ing a single year; in a keener sensitiveness in many quarters to the 
encroachments of the world; in a tenderer and more earnest concern 
for the salvation of the young and for the interests of the church; in a 
clearer recognition of our entire dependence upon the Spirit of the 
Lord to lift up a standard against the incoming, tide of iniquity, infi- 
delity and godlessness and in a more earnest Peeking for the fullness 
of the blessing of the Gospel of Chirst; a “baptism of love for service,” 
as well as a love for the very stones and dust of Zion’s desolation where 
she is laid waste — in all tnese we see tokens that the set time to favor 
her has come.

And while deeply convinced that the erring need discriminating 
faithfulness in pointing out dangers rather than sweeping denuncia- 
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tions, we yet feel that the time has come when the watchman should 
lift up his voice like a trumpet and show God’s people their trans- 
gressions and the house of Israel their sins. 

We are deeply grieved that any of our people should be indifferent 
to such precious and helpful means of grace as the class and prayer 
meetings. 

We earnestly exhort them not to forsake the assembling of them- 
selves together, but that we speak often one to another for our matual 
encouragement and strengthening, and that we more fully test the 
power of united prayer. 

For the sake of the souls of our young people and for the future of 
our Methodism, we earnestly entreat parents to cherish, to pray for, to 
contribute to and to patronize our own schools of Christian culture, 
since the world will love its own and them only. 

We would endorse and encourage all the means and agencies 
which the church has devised and inaugurated for the better equip- 
ment of our young people in useful knowledge and for their better 
training for Christian work.

3. IOWA WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY— REPORT OF SECRETARY, 

To the Bishop and Members of the Iowa Annual Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: — Through the abounding mercy 
of God, I have the honor of laying before your venerable body this 
thirty-third annual report of the Iowa Wesleyan University, for the 
college year ending June 16th, A. D. 1887. 

Under the skillful management of the president. Dr. J. T. McFar- 
land, the work in the University has been carried on during the year 
^with remarkable success. All the professors and teachers have labored 
faithfully in their respective departments, and have accomplished an 
excellent work. 

The number of students in attendance this year in all departments 
was 288, of these there were in the collegiate and academic dapartments 
131. 

The graduating class numbered nineteen, and compare favorably 
with those of any former year. 

In regard to the financial condition of the institution, your secre- 
tary would beg leave to report that the proposition of Timothy Whit- 
ing, Esq., heretofore reported, to donate to the endowment fund five 
thousand dollars on condition that the citizens of Mt. Pleasant would 
raise for the same purpose five thousand dollars more, has been by com- 
mon consent changed to the erection of a new building, and the people 
of Mt. Pleasant have raised more than double the sum required of them 
in the original proposition. And it is intended at an early day to com- 
mence work upon said new building. 

The foregoing, however, both of Mr. Whiting’s and the people of 
Mt. Pleasant, are conditional on the Iowa Conference providing for the 
present indebtedness of the institution. 

In order to perfect this work the board ol trustees, at their session in 
June last, appointed Revs. John Haynes, G. N. Power and C. L. Staf- 
ford a committee to present this matter to your venerable body at this 
session. 

The board on receiving the painful intelligence of the death of the 
Hon. Oliver Hoyt, one of the most liberal contributors to the funds of 
the institutions, ordered the following minute to be spread upon their 
journal, and a copy of the same forwarded *to the bereaved family of the 
deceased, and also to the Christian Advocate for publication, to-wit: 

Whereas, The board of trustees of the Iowa Wesleyan University 
have learned with deep sorrow the painful fact of the death of our much- 
beloved and highly esteemed friend and benefactor, Hon. Oliver Hoyt, 
and 

Whereas, The Iowa Wesleyan University is among the numerous 
institutions that have shared iii his large and generous benefactions, 
therefore. 
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Besolved^ That while we bow in humble submission to the will of 
' our Heavenly Father, we can but feel that in the death of Hon. Oliver 

I Hoyt the state in which he lived has lost a wise and able legislator, 

society an exemplary and influential member, the cause of benevolence 
' one of its most liberal and constant supporters, and the church a most 
faithful and true witness of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Resolved^ That while some of the members of this board had not 
the privilege of a pereonal acquaintance with the deceased, yet by his 
many expressions of sympathy with our institutions, and by his liberal 
gifts, he had so endeared fiimself to all that his name will long be 
gratefully remembered by us as one of our warmest friends and most 
liberal contributors to the funds of our institution. 

ResGlved, That the professorship in the University to the endow- 
ment of which his donations were applied and which bears the name 
of the “Oliver Hoyt Professorship” shall be specially fostered by us, and 
as soon as practicable shall be fully endowed. 

Resolved, That the heartfelt sympathy of this board be and the 
same is hereby tendered to the stricken family, of whose father and 
husband it may truly be said “that a prince and a great man has fallen 
to-day in Israel.” 

Resolved, That a copy of the foregoing be forwarded to the be- 
reaved family and also to the Christian Advocate for publication. 



There are a few additional things to which the attention of the con- 
ference should also be called, to-wit: 

The institution is greatly in need of a better library; this want could 
in a measure be met if each pastor would, while attending to his pastoral 
work, solicit a book or two for the University. In this way there 
would be a gradual growth and in time a good library. 

Also the museum n)ight be greatly improved by valuable additions 
year by year if proper attention were paid to it. To meet these things, 
little would be required beyond the work of collecting them together. 

May we not hope that each pastor will take interest enough in these 
things to forward during the coming year a contribution to each.

4. STATE UNIVERSITY. 

Your committee to whom was referred a. paper from Dr. Murphy 
concerning the inanagenient of the State University, beg leave to re- 
port as follows: 

Resolved^ 1st. That we insist upon the fact that this is a Christian 
State, and that all institutions supported by it, should be made to con- 
form carefully to our Christian civilization. 

Resolved, 2d. That we regret exceedingly the necessity of profes- 
sors in the State University going into court in order to enforce a State 
law against the liquor traffic, but when the community in which the 
University is located becomes so lawless as to allow saloons to be opened 
in defiance of State laws, we honor the men who, at the risk of con- 
demnation and loss of official position, threw themselves between these 
perilous pitfalls and the students who were under their care and sought 
to protect them by the use of just and legal means. 

Resolved, 3d. That we urge upon the State Legislature a thorough 
investigation of the late action of the State Board of Regents in remov- 
ing three professors from the State University and if it is found that any 
of them were actuated by purposes inimical to the State prohibitory law, 
to the spirit of modern reform, and to the Christian civilization of the 
country and age, we ask that they be removed and more suitable per- 
sons be appointed. 

Resolved, 4th. That in our judgment one of the most important 
functions of educational institutions is not only to instruct the youth in 
regard to the laws of the commonwealth, but to impress upon them the 
obligatory and sacred nature of such laws, and we affirm furthermore, 
that the State cannot afford to educate her youth in a community 
where her laws are defiantly and with impunity violated. 

Resolved, 5th. That we protest against the appropriation of any 
more money or the payment of any more taxes for the Iowa State 
University until it can be secured from the lawlessness of the liquor 
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traffic, either by the enforcement of the law where it resides or by its 
removal to a law abiding community.

H— FREEDMEN'S AID. 



1. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FREEDMEN^S AID. ^ 

The Freedmen’s Aid Society was organized in August, 1866. Its 
organization was demanded by the condition of the freedmen at the 
close of our late civil war. 

The purpose of the society is the education of Christian ministers, 
teachers, physicians and giving instruction in industrial pursuits in 
the south. During the first years of its existence its efforts were 
directed toward bettering the condition of the freedmen alone. The 
rapid increase of the membership of our church in the South, until it 
has there the large number of 425,000 in two decades, about equally 
divided between the two races, demanded that the efforts of this society 
should be directed toward all, irrespective of color. 

The results of the workings of this society have been exceedingly 
gratifying and encouraging. 

It now presents these proportions: 45 educational institutions, 

furnishing instruction in higher branches of learning to 6,000 pupils, 
employing about 200 efficient teachers, and holding property worth 
1750,000. 

Since its existence began it has, on an average, annually employed 
100 teachers, expended nearly |2,000 000, instructed more than 100,000 
pupils, who in turn have taught 900,000 others, thus giving instruction - 
directly or indirectly to more than 1,000,000 of our south ren population. 

The importance of this society is further seen in the fact of its being 
Christian and missionary in its workings, bringing to salvation those 
who come under its influence, and adding efficient and devoted members 
to the church. 

The receipts from the Iowa Conference this year are $640, showing 
a decrease comparing with those of last year of $70. 

The amount that is asked for by this society from the church at 
large is: For, current expenses $150,000, which is to be apportioned 
among the ahnual conferences; $100,000 for building purposes which is 
to be secured by donations, bequests, &c. * 

The amount asked of this conference for next year is $2,200 We 
promise that we will faithfully present this worthy cause to our respec- 
tive charges, and endeavor to secure the full amount of the apportion- ^ 
ment. 

We are pleased to have a visit from Rev. R. S. Rust, D. D., secretary 
of this society, and will gladly welcome him to any of the sessions of our 
conference.

During the opening session of the Iowa Conference Rev. G. N. 
Power, D. D., presented the following preambles and resolutions relat- 
ing to the decease of Bishop Harris which were adopted by the confer- 
ence. — [C. L. S.] 

Whereas, Bishop William Logan Harris, D. D. LL. D., on the 
2nd of September, 1887, in the quiet of his home, and the embrace of 
his family, surrounded by a circle of intimate friends and co-laborers, 
closed his long, laborious and useful life, which has been characterized 
by unsurpassed zeal, faithfulness and success in the cause of religion 
and learning, and contributed largely to the increasing store of human 
research and knowledge, and has left a name honored for its practica- 
bility, superlative usefulness and unsurpassed devotion to the glory of 
Gnd and the good of humanity, and 

Whereas, He has been for a half century an increasing factor in 
the ministerial, educational, missionary and legislative interests of the 
church, and, since 1872, one of the General Superintendent^, therefore, 

Besolved, 1st. That we deem it fitting that we express our high 
appreciation of the life and services of our deceased brother and co- 
laborer. 

Resolved, 2d. That the life and character of Bishop Harris 
furnishes an example worthy of imitation, as it presents the possibili- 
ties for usefulness that are within the grasp of those who are conse- 
crated to the work and office of the Christian ministry. 

Resolved^ 3d. That in his death we recognize, that the world has 
lost a philanthropist, the nation a broad-minded patriotic citizen, the 
church a faithful servant and noble-defender of truth, and the end of a 
long and useful life, one in which the actor not only occupied but filled 
the places given him, as pastor, professor, missionary secretary, editor 
of Greneral Conference journals and dicipline, and lastly, Bishop. 

Reisolved, 4th. That the name of Bishop W. L. Harris be held in 
perpetual remembrance by the Iowa Conference, and that we recall 
with satisfaction his visits to us as missionary secretary and presiding 
officer. 

Resolved, 5th. That the Methodist Episcopal Church, in her aggres- 
sive work in the home and foreign fields, has lost one of her best in- 
formed and consequently most potential factors.

2. MEMOIR OF MRS. J. H. M’CUTCHEN.

Tlie subject of this memoir, Harriet Humphrey McCutchen, was the 
daughter of Jacob and Mary Humphrey, and was born in Athens 
county, Ohio, June 3, 1821. 

In 1845, under the ministr\" of Rev. A. Murphy, she was happily 
converted to God and united with the M. E. Church, of which she 
lived a faithful member until the day of her death. 

In 1846, April 14th, she was united in marriage with Rev. J. H. 
McCutchen, and during the years of his effective ministry she shared 
the toils and privations of the itinerant life with heroic fortitude, bear- 
ing her full share of its labors and sacrifice. 

Sister McCutchen was never fond of ostentation, or display, but 
sought in an humble, unobtrusive way to do the will of the Master. A 
quiet, steady perseverance in well-doing was her leading characteristic. 
Her house was always open to the ministers of Christ, and a most cor- 
dial welcome always awaited the weary itinerant in her home. 

A life so uniform and free from the vain ambitions of the world 
could only end in joy and peace. And so it w’as in her case. On the 
day before her death such was the joy and triumph of her spirit that 
in a loud voice she shouted the praise of God. 

Thus on the 30th day of July, 1885, she passed away in holy 
triumph to the inheritance of the saints in light. 

A faithful and loving wife, a kind and affectionate mother, a sincere 
friend and neighbor, she has left a bereaved and sorrowing husband, 
and a son and daughter, to mourn her loss.

ELECTORAL CONFERENCE.
